The question of giving the private 

soldier a better chance of gaining a 

commission in the army than he |has 


at present crops up from time to 
time. And it has lately been promin- 
ently before the British public, ow- 
ing to the increasing difficulty the 
authorities find in getting officers 
from the usual source—that is, the

missions in the usual way had a right 
to feel aggrieved. Much money had 
been spent on their edueation; they 
had had to pas- hard examinations, 
and here was the gentleman ranker 
being pitch-forked into the army at 
almost the same age as themselves. 

To-day, owing to the absenee- of 
competition, it is much easier to get 
a commission by examination than 
it was. Moreover, for some time the 
authorities would not promote the 
ranker with less than six years’ ser- 
vice, except for distinguished con. 
duct on active service. He may now 
get a commission after two years’ 
service. 

Anyway, the suppiy of ‘gentleman 
rankers"” is now small. A good job, 
too, I think, beeause they were often 
unpopular with both officers and 
men. The former disliked them for 
reasons already oxplained; the latter, 
for the way they were favored in the 
ranks. 

True, when o gentleman ranker got 
a commission he was always posted 
t another regiment; but the men of 
his new corps knew that he had not 
really been ‘through the mill” of 
the ranks. 

The second class of “ranker” is the 
genuine “ranker,’’ the man born in 
a humble walk of life, like General 
Luke O'Connor, V.C.. or the late 
General Sir Hector Macdonald, who 





Wins a comnmnssion by sheer force of 
merit and character. 
There are very few of them. On 


the other hand, there are plenty of 
men in the ranks who deserve com- 
missions, and would make excellent 
officers. Yet they remain uncommis- 
sioned 

In most cases, if, is simply a ques- 
tion of ways and rneans. In ordinary 


circumstances a junior officer must 
have at least $500 a year private 
means over and above his pay, and 


he will need that for from six to ten 
years, until he ‘gets his company” 
—is promoted captain—when he may 
just be able to live on his pay. 

The genuine ranker seldom has 
$500 # year private means, or any 
private means at all, and if he takes, 
4 commission he will probably have 
to resign it long before he has ang 
chance of qualifying for pension. 
Nevertheless, it possible for the 
genuine ranker without private 
means to beeome an officer, and to 
live as such without getting into debt 
or going to India. I am such a one, 
for J belong to the third. and by far 
the largest claas of ranker officer-- 


namely, those holding commissions 
as quartermasters or ridingmusters, 
with honorary rank as lieutenant, 


eaptain, or major. 

The ridingmaster of a mounted 
corps is perhaps better off than a 
quartermaste®. He gets slightly bet- 
fer pay—l0s. 6d. a day minimum— 
and his work is more interesting. 1 
am occupied chiefly with quarters, 
stores, and interminable accounts, 
while he hae the more virile work of 
making the raw recfuit into the fin- 
jehed horseman 

Until all officers are paid enough 
to live on, it is altnost useless for 4 


penniless man to enlist with a view 
to gaining a full commi--ion; but as 
quartermasters anid ridingnisstere 
there are good openings in the arms 
for any man, irresnectiy tothe etal

Since Smenton in 1779 designed a 
pump to supply alr to the diving bell 
little real improvement in the art has 
been made, save in detail of helmet 
and clothes, until the invention of the 
telephome. The greatest advance ever 
made in the art, divers will tell you, is 
tbe combination of the telephone with 
the diving suit. Before its advent div- 
ers bad to depend entirely upon pulls 
on the life line for communication 
with the surface and upon signs to 
gach other when under water if two 
wished to communicate. Today the 
modern diving helmet is equipped with 
a telephone, and the diver can not only 
hear what is said tu bim from the sur- 
face, advise those in charge of his 
pump as to whether the air is “com- 
ing right” or not, but he can communit- 
cate to a brother diver and hear the 
Instructions sent to him from the sur- 
face, all of which facilities are of great 
assistance in the work. \

Sometimes the life line may. become 
so entangled in wreckage that it must 
be cut, and then there is danger of the 
diver not finding bis way back to his 
boat or float, especially if the bottom 
is muddy and fouls the “seeing.” But 
the greatest danger of all, of course, is 
that the tube be cut or the diver faint. 
In either case he is in desperate 
straits. If the man handling the lfe 
Une “feels” anything wrong he will 
haul the diver up willy nilly and re 
gardless of the severe bleeding at nose 
and ears which will result from too 
rapid a rise to the surface. But if the 
diver be inside a wreck or if his life 
Nne gets tangled in wreckage such 
nanling would do no good. It 1s in sit- 
uations like these that the slender con- 
necting link of telephone wire means 
so much to the men who risk their 
Uves far beneath the surface of the 
water.—Scientific American.

Steries Planned and Promised That 
Never Saw the Light. 

The Bookman republishes a paper by 
Professor Brander Matthews entitled 
“Unwritten Books" that was first 
printed many years avo, Professor 
Matthews speaks of tbe projected 
books and plays that pvever saw the 
light and bave been read, like bills in 
congress, by title only. 

Moliere planned a comedy under the 
title “L’Homme de Cvur.” which was 
to be bis masterpiece. Nothing is 
known of it today. Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan intended to write a follower 
to “The School For Scandal” and “The 
Rivals.” The subject was “Affecta- 
tion.” It never went beyond a few 
random notes. 

Vor years the paper covers of every 
new book that Victor Hugo issued con- 
tinued to announce as soon to be pub- 
lished a romance entitled “La Quan- 
quengrogne.” Many posthumous vol- 
umes of the French poet’s writing in 
prose and verse have been sent forth 
by his literary executors, but of this 
oddly entitled fiction nothing bas been 
beard. In 1862 Alpbonse Daudet an- 
bounced as in press a volume of short 
stories to be called “La Pentameron.” 
The book remained unpublished and 
apparentiy unwritten. The younger 
Dumas has !eft on record more than 
one reference to 1 comedy to be called 
“La Route de Thebes,” planned before 
“Francilion,’ but oever given to the 
public.

ELECTRIC FOGHORNS. 


Which May Be Blown Without Effort 
by Pressing a Push Button. 

The time honored fogborn and still 
the one in most common use on myri- 
ads of smaller boats is of the sort that 
you raise to your lips and blow. Tol- 
erably bard work blowing a foghorn. 

Bigger foghorns for larger boats are 
set in a box, the box containing a bel- 
lows by which the born is blown. At- 
tached to the bellows is an outside 
lever by means of which the bellows 
is operated by hand A lot of noise 
this foghorn meskes, to be heard for a 
considerable distance. 

There are now made, used on many 
ower boats and yachts, electric fog- 
herns the operating of which calls for 
the exercise of neither lung gor hand 
Power. In these borns there is at- 
tached, inclosed at the smaller end, a 
metallic diaphragm to which is con- 
nected an electric coll which whev 
electricity is turned into it vibrates the 
diaphragm and sounds the horn. Elec- 
tricity is supplied from a storage bat- 
tery or from current generated on the 
boat if it is electrically equipped. To 
blow an electric foghorn you simply 
Press a button.—New York Sun.

nm an extraordinary amount of 
strength, vigor and mora! courage 
among the inhabitatnts of England 
during the unjustly disparaged 
eighteenth century, for of a cer- 
teinty the country then swarmed 
with cranks, says Chambers’ Jour- 
nal. This reflection has more than 
once occurred to me in the course 
of the researches which I have had 
to make into certain biographical 
backwaters of the Georgian era. 
_ In 1729, there used at Romford, 
in Essex, a well-known butcher of 
that town named Wilson. Mr. Wil- 
son, it appears, was notable for his 
integrity in business and for the 
gentleness of his manners—two

The Black Hand, although oper- 
ating in New York is, of course, an 
Italian organization, but the once 
dreaded Ku-Klux Klan was-an Am- 
erican murder society pure and 
simple, and its victims used to be 
marked in similar fashion with the 
three letters ‘‘K.K.K.’’ made after 
death by nine outs with a bowie
